On June 4,1979 at eight o'clock in the morning. Paramount Television's combined American and Japanese crew 
gathered at Toho Studios in Tokyo to begin production on the most ambitious television film in history—James 
Clavell's SHOGUN. On December 10, 1979, after 130 shooting days on dozens of locations in Japan, the last 
scene was completed at Daiei Studios in Kyoto. 

The original sound track for SHOGUN was composed and conducted by Maurice Jarre. He has written the 
music for some sixty motion pictures, including the Oscar-winning scores to "Dr. Zhivago" and "Lawrence of 
Arabia:' He served for twelve years as the musical director of the French National Theatre, and is the composer of 
seven major concert works.

Como toda manifestacao artistica, a rr 
mutacao, de tempos em tempos coloca 
genero. Alguns destes, no entanto, atm 
mdependentemente do que e a voga di 
samba-cancdo. 


A origem do samba-cancdo teria sido em 1928. A modinha tinha saido de 
moda. como explica Paulo Tapajos, e outros tipos de canfdes falavam dos 
iufortunios do amor. Naquele ano, Henrique Vogeler aproveitara o 
andamento do samba, mas em ritmo bem mais lento, pam compor Iaia, 
que ficou mais conhecida como Ai ioio, em parceria com Marques Porto e 
letra de Luis Peixoto, lancado no Teatro e em disco pela cantora Araci 
Cortes. Na partitura impressa de piano, abaixo do titulo. vinha a 
classificacao Samba Canfao Brasileira, desaparecendo depois a palavm 
brasileira. 

A partir do sucesso de Ai ioio, os compositores em geral passaram a se 
interessar pelo genero, que cresceria enormemente a partir dos 
ponto de dominar por longos periodos as parados de sucessc 
confirmando o estrelato de inumeros interpretes. 


Nesta Antologia do Samba-Canfao estao reunidas interpreta 
diferentes epocas, formando um perfeito painel, sem qualquer preocu 
cronoldgica, dos maiores sucessos dentro do genero — aquelas mi'tsi 
sdo contaroladas imediatamente por quern as ouve, as mais tocadas 
serestas e rodinhas de violao e. enfim as que remetem o ouvinte a ah, 
lembranca marcante. Tudo isto sem falar no valor documental dessa 
interpretacoes dentro do contexto de nossa musica popular.

The axes these men have to grind are the ones on their 
shoulders: namely their guitars. Their heavy hands sur¬ 
round the strings. 

Since the birth of rock & roll, the guitar has been the 
backbone of the music. Organists have been getting 
more limelight than ever before and musicians like Keith 
Moon and Ginger Baker have succeeded in making con¬ 
temporary drumming more than just background per¬ 
cussion. Nevertheless, it is almost always the guitarist 
that audiences key on when getting into new bands. With 
so many new bands competing for stardom, it takes a 
rare talent to catch the ear of today’s discriminating rock 
audience. 

The concept behind this album revolves around ex¬ 
ploring the influence that the guitar has had on contem¬ 
porary music. This album hopes to accomplish this by 
presenting the work of some of today’s top rock and 
blues guitarists, whose virtuosity and uniqueness of style 
have distinguished them as musicians. 

The album opens with Jeff’s Boogie, an extremely 
infectious instrumental that Jeff Beck composed while 
with The Yardbirds. The tune explains the reason behind 
Beck’s gult-like following. Johnny Winter’s Dallas is an 
excellent example of bottleneck guitar playing at its best. 
Next comes Glen Schwartz of Pacific Gas and Electric. 
The fact that their rendition of She's Long and She's Tall 
is recorded live really shows how Glen’s riffing can move 
an audience. Bacon Fat is one of the most relaxed blues 
tunes I've ever heard and no one is more suited to sing 
it than Taj Mahal. The tune was written by Garth Hudson 
and Robbie Robertson of The Band and features a 
beautifully understated solo by guitarist Jesse Edwin 
Davis. Side one comes to a close with a playful instru¬ 
mental called Just Coastin', in which Carl Perkins takes 
the listener on a brief but easy ride.

Side two Opens with Freddy King, who ranks along 
with B. B. and Albert as the vanguard of the urban blues 
scene. Freddy's I'm Tore Down has become a blues 
classic, yet no one blends funkiness and cleanliness in 
both vocals and guitar style the way that Freddy can. 
Santana follows with Persuasion and on this cut you can 
hear how Carlos Santana uses his stinging style to bal¬ 
ance the heavily percussive nature of the group. 12:15 
Slow Goonbash Blues features Shuggie Otis doing 
some really stretched-out blues with Al Kooper. As 
Kooper described the 16-year-old Shuggie, "The kid is 
outrageous.” Spirit had a smash hit with / Got a Line on 
You and much of the song's success is a result of Randy 
California’s rocking guitar playing. Peter Green, one of 
Britain's premidre guitarists, used to be with John Mayall 
but left to form Fleetwood Mac. Stop Messin" Round, one 
of Peter’s compositions, reflects the guts and sweat of 
Green as well as Fleetwood Mac. The album closes with 
a live cut by two of the men most responsible for the 
blues resurgence in the last two years, Mike Bloomfield 
and Nick Gravenites. Between them, they’ve worked with 
Butterfield, Joplin, Dylan, The Electric Flag and others. 
It Takes Time is an Otis Rush tune that Mike and Nick 
recorded while playing the Fillmore West. Both men 
really get off on it. 

As you can see, there's some blues, some rock, but 
mainly a lot of guitar. We think you’ll dig it.

Paramount Television's combined American and Japanese crew 
gathered at Toho Studios in Tokyo to begin production on the most ambitious television film in history—James 
Clavell's SHOGUN. On December 10, 1979, after 130 shooting days on dozens of locations in Japan, the last 
scene was completed at Daiei Studios in Kyoto. 

The original sound track for SHOGUN was composed and conducted by Maurice Jarre. He has written the 
music for some sixty motion pictures, including the Oscar-winning scores to "Dr. Zhivago" and "Lawrence of 
Arabia?' He served for twelve years as the musical director of the French National Theatre, and is the composer of 
seven major concert works.

O Bolero e a Guarania constituem-se, nos dias que correm, generos dos 
mais admirados em todo o mundo. Embaixadores musicais das Americas — ao la- 
do do samba, do cha cha cha, da rumba e do tango — tern conquistado outras 
partes do mundo exclusivamente pela margem melodica que oferecem seus ritmos, 
muito ampla e sem limites tecnicos. O que pouca gente sabe, contudo, e que o 
Bolero tern sua origem na Espanha oitocentista. Vejamos... Antes do ano 1780, 
a "seguidilla" predominava sobre as outras formas de musica popular espanhola. 

Era difundida nos festivals populares e merecia tratamento preferencial nos bai- 
les encenados nas cortes ibericas. Conta o musicologo e compositor espanhol Fe¬ 
lipe Pedrell que em 1780 o famoso bailarino Zerezo introduziu o "bolero" na sua 
patria, totalmente inspirado na "seguidilla". Num compasso temario e caracteris- 
ticamente ritmico (sempre marcado por castanholas) o Bolero tomou conta do Ve- 
Iho Mundo mais depressa do que se esperava, fazendo sentir sua influencia ate 
mesmo em compositores eruditos, como Chopin, Mehul, Boieldieu, Bizet, Verdi e 
Auber. Trazido para a America, pelos espanhois — em fins do seculo passado — 
foi sofrendo sensiveis transformagoes ate se adaptor definitivamente as ideias lo¬ 
cals, ganhando grande forga na regiao das Caraibas, onde se fixou. Como resul- 
tado da nova fisionomia adquirida, modificou a propria concepgao espanhola de 
"bolero" que nos dias que correm e interpretado em terras de Espanha sob os tem¬ 
pos latino-americanos. 

A Guarania possue suas origens no Paraguai e nasceu sob a inspiragao 
apaixonada do cantor e compositor Jose Asuncion Flores. Antes de seu apareci- 
mento, 3 generos musicais predominavam naquele pals: a "polca", a "galopa" e o 
"purajhei", sendo que deles, apenas o "purajhei" era baseado em correntes ritmi- 
cas do Paraguai. O musicologo russo-americano Nicolas Slonimsky classificou a 
Guarania de "uma balada em movimento lento de valsa, geralmente em tonalida- 
de menor" com isto definindo a sua natureza triste e profundamente lancinante, 
as vezes contrastando com versos esperangosos e felizes. £, indubitavelmente, uma 
formula melodico-musical que oferece grande margem para o desenvolvimento te- 
matico de uma frase calcada em acordes menores e o tern demonstrado atraves de 
paginas das mais belas no repertorio paraguaio. 

O presente LP tern por objetivo homenagear essas duas expressivas for¬ 
mas musicais latino-americanas, atraves de interpretagoes e melodias locais ou im- 
portadas. Artistas brasileiros como Laila Curi, Roberto Luna, Maysa, Ventura Ra¬ 
mirez, Dorinha Freitas, Pedro Viana, Raul Sampaio, Dupla Ouro e Prata e Agosti- 
nho dos Santos completam a maioria das faixas e tern por companheiros os simpa- 
ticos integrantes paraguaios do "Trio Cristal", que aqui se constituem em sobran- 
ceiros representantes do lado hispanico das Americas com exibigoes autenticas.
